perty in the city. 
One case is un­

ed to be wealthy made oath he had 
no personal property. Experts would 
be able to show-, it is said, he is 
worth more than 
$100,000 which 
now' escapes taxation. 
Reverts to State 
Authorities say that in Germany 
the property owner is required ta 
make oath.
